SYNOPSIS 


On Saturday, June 25, 2016, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) team comprised of 
Lieutenant Dennis Waters, Sergeant Jeff Smith, and Sergeant Thomas Arellano 
responded to Century Station regarding a Category 3 Use of Force. The force incident 
involved Suspect Terah Smith (herein referred to as Suspect Smith) sustaining a right 
orbital wall fracture. Suspect Smith was transported to St. Francis Medical Center 
where he was medically evaluated and treated for his injuries. Suspect Smith was 
subsequently medically cleared for booking. Deputics EN and Richard 
Ochoa sustained injuries during the incident and were subsequently treated medically. 
All reports documenting this incident were submitted under Uniform Report Number, 
916-09685-2177-145 [EXHIBIT А]. 


On June 24, 2016, at approximately 2116 hours, Century Station Deputies, I 
ШШЕ 2nd Richard Ochoa, were patrolling the 9000 block of Miner Street, 
unincorporated, Los Angeles County, an area familiar to them for vehicle thefts and 
vehicle burglaries. Deputies| and Ochoa were assigned to Century Station's 
Summer Enforcement Team (Unit ), working as radio car partners for 
approximately Sergeant Jose Ovalle was their team sergeant. Their shift 
began at hours, and they were scheduled to work "T Deputy ш 
was driving, and Deputy Ochoa was the bookman. As they traveled south on Minor 
Street in their marked black and white patrol vehicle, they observed a tan colored Chevy 
Tahoe parked along the east curb on Minor Street, facing north. Deputy MM s and 
Deputy Ochoa's attention was drawn to a male black adult (later identified as Suspect 
Smith) sitting in the driver's seat of the vehicle. Suspect Smith had adjusted his position 
in the driver's seat, and appeared to conceal himself behind the vehicle's door pillar as 
their patrol car advanced forward. (Refer to transcribed interviews, Deputy 

|, page 4, and Deputy Ochoa, page 3). 
Deputies and Ochoa recognized Suspect Smith's actions as an attempt to 
avoid detection. 
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Based on the circumstances presented before them, Deputies MN and Ochoa 
formed the opinion Suspect Smith may be involved in a vehicle burglary or vehicle theft. 
(Refer to transcribed interviews, Deputy ШИ, page 3, and Deputy Ochoa, 
page 3). 


Deputy MN stopped their patro! vehicle in the southbound traffic lane, parallel with 
Suspect Smith's vehicle. Deputy] exited the patrol car and contacted Suspect 
Smith at the driver's door of the vehicle. Deputy Ochoa took a position behind, and to 
the right of Deputy M Upon approaching Suspect Smith, Deputies | and 
Ochoa smelled an odor of marijuana emitting from within Suspect Smith's vehicle 
Suspect Smith was the sole occupant of the vehicle. (Refer to transcribed interviews, 
Deputy EM. page з, and Deputy Ochoa, page 3). 


Deputy ШЕШШ directed Suspect Smith to exit his vehicle, and Suspect Smith 
complied. Deputy EE conducted a cursory search of Suspect Smith then placed 
him in the driver's side, rear seat of their patrol car for a backseat investigative 
detention. Deputies — EB Ochoa said Suspect Smith was compliant, 
cooperative, and walked to their patrol car without incident. (Refer to transcribed 
interviews, Deputy MEE. page 5, Deputy Ochoa, pages 4 and 5). 


Once Suspect Smith was secure in the rear seat of the patrol car, Deputy Йаш 
searched Suspect Smith's vehicle for the source of the marijuana odor. Deputy Ochoa 
utilized the MDC to run Suspect Smith for Wants and Warrants. Deputy Ochoa 
discovered Suspect Smith had an or 
| (Refer to Deputy Daily Worksheet, Unit 
06/24/16, 2120 hrs.) [EXHIBIT B]. D: Ochoa withheld this information 
from Suspect Smith and approached M outside of the patrol vehicle. 
(Refer to transcribed interviews, Deputy ages 5 and 6, Deputy Ochoa, 


pages 3 and 5). 


Deputy Ochoa informed Deputy ШШ of Suspect Smith's 

status. Deputy Ш advised Deputy Ochoa that he recovered marijuana and a 
small amount of methamphetamine from the interior of Suspect Smith's vehicle. Upon 
exchanging their findings, they concluded Suspect Smith would be taken into custody 
for the discovered violations. Deputies and Ochoa approached the driver's 
side rear door of the patrol car in preparation of handcuffing Suspect Smith. (Refer to 
transcribed interviews, Deputy ЕШШ Pages 5 and 6, Deputy Ochoa, page 6). 


Deputies J and Ochoa first attempted a handcuffing technique they frequently 
employed which afforded an additional officer safety feature. They lowered the rear 
driver's side door window and instructed Suspect Smith to turn away from them and 
place his hands behind his back. This handcuffing technique allowed them to handcuff 
a suspect through the open window, reducing the chances of an altercation. Due to 
Suspect Smith's large stature (6'00", 230 Ibs.), it was quickly discovered this 
handcuffing technique was not a practical option. (Refer to transcribed interviews, 
Deputy EMEN. Pages 6-8, Deputy Ochoa, pages 6-8).

Due to Suspect Smith's cooperative and nonresistant behavior, Deputies И and 
Ochoa discussed a plan to open the patrol car door to handcuff Suspect Smith, Deputy 
lens of positioned himself in front of the patrol car door with Deputy Ochoa positioned 
to his right. Directions were given to Suspect Smith to turn his body away from them. 
Suspect Smith complied with the direction. As the door to the patrol car opened, 
Suspect Smith suddenly, and unexpectedly, turned and rushed out of the patrol car 
Suspect Smith tackled Deputy to the ground. Deput landed on his 
back with Suspect Smith landing face down on top of Deputy [s left arm 
Deputy Ochoa immediately requested the duplex patch, broadcasting they were 
involved in a fight. (Refer to radio transmission audio, Dispatch-4 [EXHIBIT C], and 
transcribed interviews, Deputy MM. pages 8-11, and Deputy Ochoa, Pages 8- 
10). 


Deputy И freed his arm from beneath Suspect Smith and attempted to control 
him by mounting his back, utilizing his body weight to restrain Suspect Smith on the 
ground. Suspect Smith was able to repeatedly lift his body off the ground, ignorin 
commands to stop fighting and to put his hands behind his back. Deputy =a 
realizing Suspect Smith was overpowering him, positioned his right arm over Suspect 
Smith's right shoulder, across Suspect Smith's body in an attempt to position himself to 
apply a carotid restraint. Suspect Smith continued to push his body off the ground, 
causing Deputy Ш to lose his balance, preventing him from gaining a position to 
apply a carotid restraint. (Refer to transcribed interviews, Deputy , Pages 
11-13, and page 19, and Interview #2, Pages 2-4). 


Deputy Ochoa was positioned on the right side of Suspect Smith, attempting to control 
Suspect Smith's right arm for handcuffing. Suspect Smith continued to push his body 
off the ground attempting to free himself. Deputies Ш and Ochoa countered 
Suspect Smith's actions by utilizing their body weight on Suspect Smith's back to push 
him back onto the ground. This caused Suspect Smith's face to strike the asphalt, on 
at least three of their attempts to restrain him onto the ground. (Refer to Deputy 

= supplemental report, page 2, transcribed interview, pages 11-14, and 
Deputy Ochoa's Incident report, page 5, and transcribed interview, pages 10-13). 


As Deputy Ochoa attempted to control Suspect Smith's right hand, Suspect Smith 
struck him in the chest several times with his right elbow. Deputy Ochoa said the 
impacts caused the wind to be knocked out of him. (Refer to transcribed interview, 
Deputy Ochoa, page 14). Deputy Ochoa used his right fist to strike Suspect Smith on 
the right side of his face three to four times, attempting to stop Suspect Smith's 
assaultive and resistive behavior. The facial strikes by Deputy Ochoa did not appear 
effective, as Suspect Smith continued his attempts to free himself by pushing himself up 
from the ground. Verbal commands by both Deputies [EE and Ochoa to Suspect 
Smith to stop fighting and to place his hands behind his back continued without 
compliance. Deputy Ochoa struck Suspect Smith and additional three times on the right 
side of Suspect Smith's face as Suspect Smith continued to push himself up from the 
ground. Realizing his efforts to stop Suspect Smith's assaultive and resistive behavior 
were ineffective, Deputy Ochoa resorted to his Oleoresin Capsicum (O.C.) and sprayed 
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— — 


a two to three second burst at Suspect Smith's face, in an attempt to stop Suspect 
Smith's assaultive and resistive behavior. This too showed no effect, as Suspect Smith 
continued to resist. (Refer to transcribed interview, Deputy Ochoa, pages 14-15). 


Units I. Deputies c I, 216F, Deputies Mcinnis апа I, and 
ШЕШ Deputy ИШ arrived on scene at the approximate same time. As the arrived, 
they observed Deputies [EJ and Ochoa struggling on the ground with Suspect 
Smith. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy was assigned as i ooo Deputy 
Vanessa Guzman, #§ Deputy responded to the 
assistance request without Deputy Guzman, as she was at the 
station report writing, and Deputy was returning to the 
station when the emergency radio traffic 
was broadcast. 


Deputy 0 said Deputy J was on Suspect Smith's back, and it appeared he 
was attempting to place his arm around Suspect Smith's neck to apply a carotid 
restraint. He said Suspect Smith was pushing his body up from the ground, attempting 
to get Deputy MENU off of his back. Deputy said the odor of OC spray was 
in the air, which caused him to believe multiple force options had already been 
deployed. Deputy said it appeared Suspect Smith was overpowering Deputy 

Deputy placed a firm grip on Suspect Smith's left wrist in an attempt 
to control his left hand for handcuffing. Deputy B] assisted Deputy у also 
grasping Suspect Smith's left arm. Deputy Ochoa continued his attempts to control 
Suspect Smith's right hand. (Refer to transcribed interview, Deputy И, pages 
2-5). 


Deputy Mcinnis observed Suspect Smith on the ground with Deputies ШИ and 
Ochoa on Suspect Smith's back. Suspect Smith was thrashing his body, attempting to 
break free from Deputies E Ochoa. Deputy Mcinnis discovered a loaded 
firearm magazine on the ground near Suspect Smith's legs. Not knowing if Suspect 
Smith was armed, Deputy Mcinnis kicked the firearm magazine away and announced 
his discovery to the deputies on scene. As Deputy Mcinnis scanned the area for an 
unsecured firearm, he heard the sound of a taser being deployed. Shortly after hearing 
the sound of the taser, he observed Suspect Smith being handcuffed. Deputy Mcinnis 
told IAB investigators he did not witness who fired the taser. (Refer to transcribed 
interview, Deputy Mcinnis, pages 2-4). 


IAB NOTE: Deputy 00 told Ав investigators that at one point 
during this incident, Suspect Smith grabbed onto his duty belt, 
removing one of his firearm magazines. Deputy ШИ said 
he believed Suspect Smith was attempting to disarm him. 
(Refer to transcribed interview, ШШШ пазе15). 
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Deputy 0 observed Deputy J attempting to apply a carotid restraint on 
Suspect Smith, while Deputy Ochoa was attempting to control Suspect Smith's right 


arm. Deputy 0 soia Deputy ЕШШ» attempt at the carotid restraint was 
ineffective as Suspect Smith attempted to free himself by pushing his body up from the 
ground. Deputy! said Suspect Smith was overpowering Deputies MM and 
Ochoa. Deputy witnessing the attempts to control Suspect Smith were 
ineffective, announced he would be deploying his taser. (Refer to transcribed 
interview, Deputy EE, pages 7-16). 


Deputy ШЕШШ after hearing the taser announcement, got off of Suspect Smith's back 
to expose Suspect Smith for the taser deployment. Deputies anc I stil! 
unable to control Suspect Smith's hands, released their grip as the taser was being 
deployed. Suspect Smith continued to ignore repeated commands to place his hands 
behind his back as he tried to get up onto his feet. 


Deputy ШШ оо Suspect Smith to stop fighting, then depressed the trigger of his 
taser three to four times, only to discover his taser would not activate. Deputy| 

realizing the malfunction of Deputy MM, taser, announced he was going to deploy 
his taser, Deputy IJ deployed his taser in the drive stun mode on Suspect Smith's 
upper back (two (2), five second cycles). (Refer to Taser X26P, activation report, 
Serial —_—— activation sequence #763 and #764, Miscellaneous 
Documents). Deputy Ш saw minimal effect as Suspect Smith continued his 
assaultive behavior, concealing his hands underneath his body and attempting to get up 
onto his feet. (Refer to transcribed interviews, Deputy | page 11, and 
Deputy |, раде 7). 


IAB NOTE: As Deputy ШШ removed his taser from its holster, the front 
cover plate of the cartridge fell off, causing the exposed 
wires to fall out of the cartridge. To avoid a malfunction, 
Deputy Ш removed the cartridge and deployed the taser in 
the drive stun mode. (Refer to transcribed interview, а. 
page 7). 


Suspect Smith, in an attempt to get onto his feet, turned onto his right shoulder 
exposing the left side of his front torso. Deputy continued his attempts to 
activate his taser. The taser darts launched as intended, impacting Suspect Smith's 
front torso Deputy I cycled the taser for 13 seconds, (two completed 5 second 
cycles, and three seconds into the third cycle) before Deputies Ochoa, [J and 
ШЕШ were able to handcuff Suspect Smith with minimal resistance. (Refer to 
transcribed interview, Deputy 12-15, and Taser X26, activation report, 
Serial X00 MM. activation sequence #0102, Miscellaneous Documents). 
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IAB NOTE: Deputy taser activation report identified a thirteen 
second activation on June 24, 2016, at 21:40:49 hours, 
(sequence #102). According to interview statements, Deputy 
activated his taser at approximately 21:24 hours, 
shortly after Deputy E s taser activation. 


The last calibration of Deputy MM taser was on 
January 1, 2015. The calibration report revealed a nineteen 
minute, forty-two second, time discrepancy from the actual 
time. 


There were no other taser activations documented on Deputy 
taser activation report for June 24, 2016. 


Sergeant Ovalle arrived on scene as Suspect Smith was handcuffed and treated 
medically by Fire Department personnel. Sergeant Ovalle told IAB investigators all 
Department personnel who were involved in this incident reported their involvement to 
him and submitted written documentation [EXHIBIT A]. 


Sergeant Ovalle evaluated Deputy Ш s actions and determined a carotid restraint 
was not applied to Suspect Smith, but rather a control hold. (Refer to transcribed 
interview, Ovalle, page 3-4). 


Sergeant Ovalle held a debriefing with all involved personnel and discussed optional 
tactical handcuffing techniques, including the techniques deployed during this incident. 


Los Angeles County Fire Department, Engine #143, under the direction of Captain 
Mcyntire arrived on scene and provided medical aid to Suspect Smith. 


Suspect Smith was transported by ambulance to St. Francis Medical Center for medical 
evaluation and treatment and was issued Patient 0 Suspect Smith was 
medically evaluated by Physician Jonathan Osgood, DO, who discovered Suspect 
Smith suffered a right orbital wall fracture. Suspect Smith was medically cleared for 
booking. 


Deputies ШШШ and Ochoa suffered superficial injuries as a result of this incident 
and were treated medically.

SUSPECT'S INJURIES 

Suspect Smith was treated for OC spray exposure at the scene of the incident by Los 
Angeles County Fire Department, Engine #143, under the direction of Captain Mcyntire. 
Suspect Smith was transported by ambulance to St. Francis Medical Center for a 
medical evaluation and the removal of taser darts. Suspect Smith sustained visible 
injuries, which included swelling to the right side of his face and right eye. He had a 
small laceration below his right eye and redness to his left eye. Suspect Smith had 
superficial scratches above his left eye, left shoulder, and scrapes on his left elbow. 


Suspect Smith was examined by St. Francis Medical Center Emergency Department, 
Registered Nurse Mish, and attending Physician, Jonathan Osgood, DO. Suspect 
Smith was diagnosed with a right eye orbital wall fracture, right face hematoma, and 
right subconjunctival hemorrhage. Subject Smith was medically cleared for booking. 
Physician Osgood told IAB investigators the injuries Suspect Smith sustained were 
consistent with being involved in a fight and struck on the eye with a fist. (Refer to St. 
Francis Medical Center Discharge Instructions, and follow up medical reports, 
Miscellaneous Documents). 
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IAB NOTE: IAB investigators took digital photographs and digital video 
images documenting Suspect Smith’s injuries [EXHIBIT E].

INVESTIGATOR'S OBSERVATIONS 

The 9000 block of Miner Street is a north/south, two lane street in a partially developed 
industrial area. The area was illuminated with staggered street lighting along the east 
side of the street. Suspect Smith's vehicle was parked adjacent to an undeveloped 
parcel of land. 


Approximately nine hours transpired from the use of force incident to IAB investigators 
observations. IAB investigators canvased the area in an attempt to identify and locate 
video surveillance cameras and possible witnesses. Neither were located or identified. 


IAB investigators digitally photographed the scene and downloaded the images onto a 
CD, which is included in Miscellaneous Documents. 


IAB NOTE: IAB investigators received a CD containing scene photographs 
taken by Century Station personnel shortly after the incident.

SUSPECT TERAH SMITH STATEMENTS 

IAB investigators interviewed Suspect Smith on June, 25, 2016, at approximately 0611 
hours at Century Regional Detention Center. The interview was audio and video 
recorded. A copy of the video recorded interview is included in [EXHIBIT E]. 

Suspect Smith told IAB investigators he was sitting in his car reading a book. He was a 
few blocks from his residence when two deputies arrived and detained him. He said the 
deputies told him to get out of his car. Suspect Smith asked the deputies if he was 
under arrest and if they were going to search his car. The deputies told him he was not 
under arrest and to just get out of the car. He told the deputies he would not allow them 
to search his car. He said the deputy (Subject) pulled him out of his car and 
put him in the back seat of their patrol car. (Refer to transcribed interview, Suspect 
Smith, page 2-3). 


Suspect Smith said one of the deputies searched his car while the other deputy asked 
him basic questions, such as his name and vehicle owner information. He said the 
deputy who searched his car returned and told him he was going to jail. Suspect Smith 
questioned why he was going to jail after being told he was not under arrest. 


Suspect Smith said he attempted to exit the patro! car as the deputy opened the car 
door. Suspect Smith told the deputies to let him go because he was not under arrest. 
He said one of the deputies tried to prevent him from exiting the patrol car by pushing 
the car door closed against him. Suspect Smith said he tried harder to exit the patrol 
car, and was pushed to the ground, causing his face to hit the pavement. He said the 
deputies held him on the ground for a few minutes, repeatedly telling him to put his 
hands behind his back. Suspect Smith said he complied and placed his hands behind 
his back. Suspect Smith said a deputy then pushed his face toward the ground and 
punched him three times. (Refer to transcribed interview, Suspect Smith, pages 3, 
4, 7, and 8). 


Suspect Smith said the deputies sprayed his eyes with pepper spray and tased him in 
the stomach. He said the taser caused his body to seize, and he felt as if he was going 
to black out. Suspect Smith said additional deputies arrived after he was handcuffed. 
Suspect Smith said he believed he was cooperative during this incident and denied 
assaulting deputies. (Refer to transcribed interview, Suspect Smith, pages 9-11).

REVIEW OF EMERGENT RADIO TRAFFIC 

Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Thomas Arellano reviewed the audio recording of the 
emergent radio traffic, (dispatch-4) and L-Tac-9, radio traffic, communicated by Century 
Station personnel. 


At approximately 2122 hours, Unit EJ (Deputy Ochoa) initiated emergency radio 
traffic over Dispatch-4. Deputy Ochoa broadcast that deputies were involved in a fight 
and provided the location. Aero acknowledged the radio traffic and advised they were 
in route. Unit 216S, acknowledged the radio traffic. SCC advised that fire will be 
staging. 


Century Station personnel acknowledged the emergency radio traffic and advised SCC 
of their response times. 


At approximately 2124 hours, responding units advised they are seconds away. SCC 
advised fire was staging. Shortly afterward, Aero advised they were overhead and 
stated deputies are still struggling with the suspect. Aero advised four, then five units, 
were now on scene, and an additional two units were arriving. 


At Approximately 2125 hours, Aero advised that deputies advised "Code-4" over L-Tac- 
9. Unit 216F, broadcast Code-4 over Dispatch-4 and provided direction for fire to roll in.
